The President's Message Sent to Con- 
Sress. 


MINISTER EGAN IS FULLY SUSTAINED, 


While the Conduct of the Chileans 
Is Branded as Brutal.

THE PARTY LINES WILL DISAPPEAR, 


In Maintaining the Honor of the American 
Flag Abroad—The News 
from Chile. 


WASHINGTON, January 25.—[{Special.]— 
President Harrison today sent his war mes- 
sage to congress. 

It is filled with inflammatory language, 
and quotations from the press of Valpa- 
raiso, in such a way as to piace the mat- 
ter in the worst possible light, and to 
leave no doubt that the president is de- 
termined, if possible, to plunge the coun- 
try into what must necessarily be a long, 
tedious and expensive war. 

The president’s message leaves the 
United States government no alternative 
in case Chile refuses to make the apology 
which has been demanded. 

Will Sustain the President. 

If a careful examination of the  corres- 
pondence which accompanied the message 
shall establish the fact that the president 
has not gone too far in the characteriza- 
tion of the insulting nature of the Chilean 
government, party lines will be obliterated, 
and the house will vote men and means 
to back up the attitude of the administra- 
tion. On the face of things the democrats 
are not disposed to criticise the attitude 
which the administration has taken, al- 
though there are those who do 
not hesitate to Say that the 
president seems to have been hasty, if not 
rash, in rushing his message to congress 
pending a reply from Chile. 

There Must Have Been Delay. 

The cable dispatches of yesterday and 
today indicate that the Chilean government 
will make an answer to the ultimatum which 
Minister Egan has presented within the 
next two or three days, and conservative 
men, oth republicans and democrats, say 
that this country would have suffered no 
loss of dignity by postponing for a few days 
the aggressive move which the president 
made today. As a matter of fact, the presi- 
dent has appreciated, undoubtedly, the polit- 
ical possibilities contained in the heroic on- 
slaught he made today, and, perhaps fearing 
that the next few days would put an°end 
to all oceasion for warlike demonstration, 
he has taken time by the forelock and sent 
his message to congress while the matter 
was still oben. 

Political Motives Ascribed. 

The most caustic criticism that is indulged 
in with reference to the message is with re- 
lation to the praise which the president be- 
stows upon Minister Egan. That gentle- 
nan is certainly, toa great extent, responsi- 
ble for the present critical state of affairs. 
He wasa Balmacedan partisan during the 
late revolution, and after the death of Bal- 
maceda and the triumph of the insurrec- 
tionists, he did not hesitate to throw open 
the American legation at Santiago as an 
asylum for the Balmacedan refugees. 

The Praise 6f Egan. 

While there was notin this, necessarily, 
any impropriety, at the same time his hostile 
attitude to the insurgents made his con- 
tinued presence in Santiago distasteful and a 
source of irritation to the present govern- 
ment, and the adjustment of the diplomatic 
difficulties through him, as a representative of 
this government, almost an impossibility. 
Notwithstanding this fact, the president in- 
sisted upon keeping him there, even after 
the Chilean government had made a formal 
demand for his recall. The eulogy which is 
passed upon him in the message today, 
therefore, is anything but deserved, and ip the 
investigation which the foreign affairs com- 
mittee is about to make, Mr. Egan’s course 
will be carefully scrutinized, with a view to 
determining whether the president has any 
ground for the confidence which he ex- 
presses, while the entire country is distrust- 
ful and suspicious of our representative in 
Chile. 

A Bid for Votes. 

By many the president’s flattering com- 
ment upon Egan is _ considered nothing 
more or lesst than a direct and open bid for 
the Irish vote. The message was 
referred to the foreign affairs committee of 
each house, and on Wednesday they will meet 
In joint session to consider it. By them it 
will be reported back to the house with such 
recommendations as they may see fit to make, 

The members of the foreign affairs commit- 
tee do not propose to act hastily in the matter. 
War is a serious thing, and they do not pro- 
pose to plunge the country into a conflict 
unless it is absolutely necessary to maintain 
the honor and dignity of the American flag. 

War Is Expected. 

That the presidant expects war to ensue, no 
one can doubt from the extensive prepara- 
tions which are going on. Almost every vessel 
in the American navy has her prow turned 
towards Chilean waters, and the secretary of 
the navy is engaged in making provisional 
contracis for transport vessels, to be used in 
Case war is declared. The general of the 
army is also pushing preparations to send men 
to the front on short notice. The gun foundries 
and powder mills of the country are also being 
pushed to their utmost capacity. All orders 
with reference to these matters are being 
suppressed at the navy and war departments, 
and very little authentic information can be 
gained as to the secret agencies at work. 

A startling piece of information, however, 
leaked out today, to the effect that the Chilean 
s0vernment had purchased from the Arm- 
Strongs a steél cruiser of 300 tons, and that the 
vessel is being fitted out for war. This is the 
first real piece of information that the govern- 
ment has had that Chile is also clearing her 


decks for action. It would seem to intimate 
that no apology would be offered, and in that 
event war is inevitable. The next few days 
will probably decide whether the war cloud 
which now hangs threateningly on the south- 
ern horizon will break. E. W. B. 


THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


He Gives a History of Chile's Offensive 
Conduct. 

To the S@nate and House of Representatives—In 
my annual message delivered tu congress at the 
beginning of the present session, after a brief 
Statement of facts then in possession of this gov- 
ernment touching the assault in the streets of 
Valparaiso, Chile, upon the sailors of the United 
States steamship Baltimore on the evening of the 
16th of October last, I said: 

“This government is now awaiting the result of 
an investigation which has been conducted by the 
criminal court at Valparaiso. It is reported un- 
Officially that the investigation is about com- 
 eagyste and it is expected that the result will soon 

communicated to this government, together 
with some adequate and satistactory response to 
the note by which the attention of Chile was 
called tothis incident. If these just expectations 
Should be disappointed, or further needless delay 
intervene, I will by special message, bring this 
matter again to the attention of congress for such 
action a8 may be necessary.” 

The Time Has Arrived, 

In my opinion, the time has now come when I 
should lay before congress and the country the 
correspondence between this government and the 
government of Chile from the time of the break- 
ing out of the revoiution against Balmaceda, to- 
gether with all other facts in possession of the 
executive department relating to this matter. The 
diplomatic correspondence is herewith « trans- 
mitted, together with some correspondence be- 
tween naval officers for the time in command in 
Chilean waters and the secretary of the navy, and 
also the evidence taken at Mare island navy yard 
since the arrival of the Baltimore at San Fran- 
C18Cco. 

I do not deem it necessary in this communica- 
tion to attempt any full analysis of the corre- 
spondence orevidence. A brief statement of the 
international questions involved and of the reasons 
why the responses of the Chilean government are 
unsatisfactory is all I deem necessary. 

Egan Endorsed. 

it may be well at the outset to say that, what- 
ever may have been said in this country or in 
Chile in criticism of Mr. Egan, our minister at 
Santiago, the true history of this exciting period 
in Chilean affairs, trom the outbreak of the revo- 
lution until this time, discloses no act on the part 
of Mr. Egan unworthy of his position, or that 
could be a just occasion of inadversien or criti- 
cism. He has, I think, on the whole, borne him- 
self, in the very trying circumstances, with dig- 
nity, discretion and courage, and has conducted 
the correspondence with ability, courtesy and 
fairness. 

It is worth while also, at the beginning, to say 
that the right of Mr. Eganto give shelterin the 
legation to certain adherents of the Balmaceda 
government, who applied to him for asylum has 
not been denied by the Chilean authorities, nor 
has any demand been made for the surrender of 
these refugees. That there was urgent need of 
asylum is shown by Mr. Egan’s note of August 
24, 1891, describing the disorders that prevailed in 
Santiago, and by the evidence of Captain Schiey, 
as to the pillage and violence that prevailed at 
Valparaiso. 

The Right of Asylum. 

The correspondence discloses, however, that the 
request of Mr. Egan for safe conduct from the 
country, in behalt of the refugees, was denied. 
Precedents cited by himin the correspondence, 
particularly the case of the revolution in Peru in 
13865, did not leave the Chilean government in a 
position to deny the right of asylum to political 
refugees, and seemed very clearly to support Mr. 
Egan's contention, that safe conduct to neutral 
territory was a necessary and acknowledged inci- 
dent of asylum. These refugees have very revenlty, 
without formal! safe conduct—but by acquiesence 
of Chilean authorities—been placed on board the 
Yorktown, and are nuw aoe Copeares to Callao, 
Peru. ‘This incident might be considered wholly 
closed, but for the manifested toward 
the government by a close and offensive police 
surveilance of the legation nme ae which was 
maintained during most of the period of the stay 
of the refugees therein. 

Watching the Legation. 

After the date of my annual message, and up to 
the time of the transfer of the refugees to the 
Yorktown, the legation’s premises seem to have 
been surrounded by police ig uniform, and police 
agents or detectives in citizens’ dress, whu offen- 
sively scrutinized persons entering or leaving the 
legation,and on one or more occasions arrested 
members of the minister’s family. 

Commander Evans, who, by my direction re- 
cently visited Mr, Egan at Santiago, in his tele- 
gram to the navy department, described the lega- 
tion asa “veritable prison,’’ and states that the 
police agents or detectives were, after his arrival, 
withdrawn during his Stay. It appears, further, 
from the note of Mr. Egan of November 20, 1391, 
that on one occasion at least, these police agents, 
whom he declaresto be knownto him, invaded 
the legation premises, pounding upon its windows 
and using insultirg and threatening language to- 
wards persons therein. 

This breach of the right of the minister to free- 
dom from police espionage and restraint seems to 
have been so flagrant that the Argentine min- 
ister, who was dean of the diplomatic corps hav- 
ing observed it, felt called upon to protest against 
it to the Chilean minister of foreign affairs. 

An Absurd Charge. 

The Chilean authorities ~<have, as will be ob- 
served from the correspondence, charged the 
refugees and inmates of the legation with in- 
sulting the police, but it seemsto me incredible 
that men whose lives werein jeopardy and whose 
safety could only be secured by retirement and 
quietness, Should have sought to provoke a col- 
lision which could only end in their destruction, 
or to aggravate their condition by intensifying 
popular feeling, that at one time so threatened 
the legation as to require Mr. Egan 
to appeal to the minister of foreign affairs. 
But the most serious incident disclosed by the 
correspondence is that of the attack upoa the 
sailors of the Baltimore in the streets of Vaipa- 
raiso on the 16th of October last. In my annual 
message, speaking upon information then in my 
possession, I said, 80 far as I have yet been able to 
learn, no other explanation of this bloody affair 
bas been suggested than that it had its origin in 
hostility to those men as sailors of the United 
States, wearing the uniform of their government, 
and not in any individual act or personal animos- 
ity. 


The Chilean Trials. 

We have now received from the Chilean govern- 
ment an abstract of the conclusions of the fiscal 
general upon the testimony taken by the judge of 
crimes, in an investigation which was made to 
extend over nearly three months. I very much 
regret to be compelled to say that this report does 
not enable me to modify the conclusion announced 
in my annual message. lam stillof the opinion 
that our sailors were assaulted, beaten, stabbed 
and killed, not for anything they or any one of 
them had done, but tor what the government of 
the United States had done, or was charged with 
having done, by its civil officers and naval com- 
manders. It that be the true aspect of the case 
the injury was to the government of the United 
States. and not to these poor sailors who were as- 
saulted in a manner s0 brutal and s0 cowardly. 


Legal Aspects of the Case, 
Before attempting to give an outline of the facts 
upon which this conclusion rests, I think it right 
to say a word or two upon the legal aspect of the 


case. 

The Baltimore was in the harbor of Valparaiso 
by virtue of that general invitation which nations 
are held to extend to war vessels of other powers 
with which they have friendly relations. This in- 
vitation, I think, must be held ordinarily to em- 
brace the privilege of such communication with 
the shore as is reasonable, necessary and proper 
forthe comfort and convenience of the officers 
and men of such vessels. Captain Schley testifies 
that when his vessel returned to Valparaiso on 
September 14th, the city ofticer#, as is customary, 
extended the hospitalities of the city to his officers 
and crew. Itis notclaimed that every personal 
collision or injury in which a sailor or officer of 
such naval vessel visiting the shore may be in- 
volved raises an international question. 

‘Twas An Insult to the Flag. 

Bat lam clearly of the opinion that where such 
sailors or officers are assaulted by the resident 
populace, animated by hostility to the govern- 
ment whose uniform these sailors and officers 
wear, and in resentment of acts done by their gov- 
ernment, not by them, their nation must take 
notice of the event as one involving an infraction 
of its rights anddignity, not in a secondary Way, 
as where a citizen is injured and presents his 
claim through his own government, butina ri- 
mary way, precisely as if its minister or consul, or 
the Hag itself, had been the object of the same

The Affair Reviewed. 

The incidents of the affairs are briefty as fol- 
lows: On the 16th of October last, Captain 
Schley, conmanding the United States ship Bal- 
timore, gave shore leave to 117 petty officers and 
sailors of his ship. These men left the ship 
about 1:30 o'clock p.m. No incident of yiosnce 
occurred; no complaint was lodged against them ; 
nor any collision or outbreak occured until about 6 
o’clock p.m. Captain Schley states that he was 
himself on shore about the streets of the city until 
5:30 o’elock, p.m., that he met very many of 
his men who were upon leave, that 
they were sober, and were coanductin 
themselves with propriety, saluting Chilean an 
other officers as they met them, Other officers of 
the ship and Captain Jenkins, of the merchant 
ship Keweenawa, corroborate Captain Schley as 
to the general sobriety and good behavior of our 
men. Sisters of charity at the hospital to which 
our wounded men were taken, when inqule? of, 
stated that they were sober when received. If the 
situation had been otherwise, we must believe 
that the Chilean police authorities would have 
inade arrests. 

About 6 o’clock p. m. the assault began, and it 
is remarkable that the investigation by the judge 
of crimes, though so protracted, does not enabie 
him to give any more satisfactory account 
of its origin than is ound = in 
the statement that it began between drunken 
Sailors. Repeatedly in correspondence it is as- 
serted that it was impossible to learn the precise 
cause of the riot. Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Matta, in his telegramto Minister Montt, ander 
date of December 31st, states that the quarrel be- 
gan between two sailors in a tavera, and was con- 
tinued in the street, persons who were passing 
joining in it. 

Pulled from a Street Car. 

The testimony of Talbot, an apprentice who was 
with Riggin, is thatthe outbreak in which they 
were involved began by a Chilean sailor spitting 
in the face of Talbot, which was resented by a 
knockdown, It appears that Riggin and Talbot 
were at the time unaccompanied by any others of 
their shipmates. These two men were immediately 
beset by a crowd of Chilean citizens 
and sailors, through which they broke 
their way to a street car, and 
entered it for safety. They were pursued 
driven from the car, and Riggin was so seriously 
beaten that he fell in the street apparently dead. 

There is nothing in the report af the Chilean in- 
vestigation made to us that seriously impeashes 
this testimony. 

Strength of the Mob. 

It appears from Chilean sources that almost in- 
Stantly, with a suddenness that strongly implies 
meditation and preparation, the mob, stated by 
the police authorities at one time to number 3,000 
and at another 1,000, was engaged in an assault 
upon our sailors, who are represented as resisting 
“with stones, clubs and bright arms.”’ The re- 
portof the intendente of October 30th states that 
the fight began at 6 o’clock p. m. in three streets, 
which are named, that information was received 
at the intendencia at 6:15 o’clock and that the 
police arrived on the scene at 6:30 o’clock, full 
half an hour after the assault began, At that time 
he says thata mob of 2,000 men had collected, 
avd that for several squares there was 
the appearance of a ‘real battlefield.” 

The scene at this point 18 very graphi set 
before us by Chilean testimony. The Ameé 1) 
Sailors who, after so long an examination, have 
not been found guilty of any breach of the péace, 
so far as the Chilean authorities are able to dis- 
cover, unarmed and defenseless, are fleeing for 
their lives, pursued by overwhelming num 
and fighting only to aid their own ™m 
death or to succor some mate whose rd lee 
veril. Kighteen of them are brutally stab and 

aten, while on@Chilean seems from | 
to have suffered some injury; but how or 
with what character of weapon, or ’ 
missile thrown by our -men or’ 18 
fellow rioters, is unascertained. 

Americans Not Armed. 


The pretense that our men were fighting “with 
stones, clubs and bright arms’’ 18, in view of these 
facts, incredible. It is further refuted by the fact 
that our prisoners, when searched, were absolutely 
without arms, only seven penknives being found 
in the possession of the men arrested, while there 
were received by our men more than thirty stab 
wounds, every one of which was inflicted in the 
back, and almost every contused wound wasin the 
back or back of the head. The evidence of the 
ship’s officer of the day is that even the jack- 
knives of the men were taken from them before 
leaving the ship. 

Extract from a Newspaper, 

As to the brutal nature of the treatment received 
by our mei, the following extract from an ac- 
count given of the affair by La Patria, a news- 
paper, of Valparaiso, of October 17th, cannot be 
regarded as too friendly. 

“The yankees, as soonas their pursuers gave 
chase, went by the way of Calle del Arsenal to- 
wards the city car station. In the presence of an 
ordinary number of citizens, among whom were 
sailors, the North Americans took seats in a street 
car to escape from the stones, which the Chileans 
threw at them. It was believed for an instant 
that the North Americans had saved themselves 
trom the popular fury, but such was not the case. 
Scarcely had the car began to move, when a 
crowd gathered around and stoppea its prcegress. 
Under these circumstances, and without apy 
cessation of howling and throwing stones at the 
North Americans, the conductor entered the car, 
and, seeing the risk of the situation to the vebicle, 
ordered them to yet out. At the instant the sail- 
ors left the car, in the midst of a hail of stones, 
the said conductor received a stone blow on the 
head. One of the yankee sailors managed to 
escape in the direction of Plaza Wheelright, but 
the other was felled to the ground by a stone. 
Managing to raise himself from the ground where 
he lay, he staggered in an opposite direction from 
the station. In front of the house of Senor 
Mazzini he was again wounded, falling then 
senseless and breathless,” 


The Americans Discharged. 

No amount of evasion or subterfuge is able to 
eloud our clear vision of this brutal work. It 
should be noticed in this connection that the 
American sailors arrested, afteran examination, 
were, during the four days following the arrest, 
every one discharged, no charge of any breach of 
the peace or other criminal conduct having been 
sustained against a single one of them. The judge 
of crimes, Foster, in a note tothe intendente,under 
date of October 22d, before the dispatch from this 
government of the following day, which aroused 
the authorities of Chile to a better sense of the 
gravity of the affair, says: 

“Having presided temporarily over this court 
in regard to tbe seamen of the United States 
cruiser Baltimore, who have been tried on ac- 
count of the deplorable conduct which took 
p.ace,”’ ete. 

A noticeable point here is that our sailors had 
been tried before the 22d of October, and that the 
trial resulted in their acquittal and return to 
tkeir vessel. It is quite remarkable, and quite 
characteristic of the management of this affair by 
the Chilean police authorities, that we should 
now be advised that Seaman Davidson, of the 
Hultimore, has been included in the indictment, 
lus offense being, 50 faras I have been able to as- 
certain, that he attempted to defend a shipmate 
against an assailant who was striking at him with 
aknife. The perfect vindication of our men is 
furnished by this report; one only is found to 
have been guilty of criminal fault, and that for an 
act clearly justifiable. 

Tardiness of the Police. 

As to the part taken by the police in the affair, 
the case made by Chile is also far from satisfac- 
tery. The point where Riggin was killed is only 
three minutes’ walk from the police station, and 
not more than twice that distance from the inten- 
cencia; and yet, according to their official report, 
afull half hour elapsed after the assault began 
tefore the police were upon the ground. It has 
Leen stated that all but two of our men have said 
that the police did their duty. The evidence taken 
st Mare island shows that, if such a statement 
vas procured from our men, it was accomplished 
ly requiring them to sign writing ina language 
they did not understand, and by the representa- 


ton that it was a mere declaration that they had 


tuken no part in the disturbanve. 

Lieatenant McCrea, who acted as interpreter, 
mys in his evidence that when our sailors were 
examined before the court, the subject of the con- 
<cuct of the police was so carefully avoided that 
le reported the fact to Captain Schley on his re- 
turn to the vessel. 

Existence of Animosity. 

Evidence of the existence of animosity towards 
qr sailors in the minds of the sailors of the 
Chilean navy and the populace of Valparaisea are 
fo abundant and various as to leave no doubt in 
the mind of any one who will examine the papers 
tubmitted. It manifested itself in the threaten - 
ing and insulting gestures towards our men a# 


nf Chilean men-of-war in their boats 
and in the derisive and abusive epithets with 
which they greeted every appearance of an Ameri- 
or on the evening of the riot. 
The Latest Insults. 

Captain Schley reports that boats from Chilean 
warships several times went out of their course 
to cross the bows of his boats, compelling them to 
hack water. He complained of the discourtesy 
and it was corrected. That this feeling was shared 
by men of higher rank is shown by an incident 
related by Surgeon Stitt, of the Baltimore, After 
the battle of Placilia he, with other medical offi- 
cers of war vessels in the harbor, was giving 
voluntary assistance to the wounded in. ne gene 
A son of 9 Chilean army officer of high rank was 
under his care, and, when the father discovered it, 
he flew into a passion and said be would rather 
have his son die than have the American touch 
him, and at once had him removed from the 
ward, This feeling is not well concealed 
inthe dispatches of the foreign office, and had 
quite open expression in the disrespectful treat- 
ment of the American legation. The Chilean 
boatmen in the bay refused, even for large offers 
of money, to return our sailors, who crowded the 
mole, to their ship, when they were endeavoring 
to escape from the city on the night of the assault. 
The market boats of the Baltimore were threat- 
ened, andeven quite recently the gig of Com- 
mander Kvans, of the Yorktown, was stoned 
while waiting for him at the mole. 

The evidence of our sailors clearly shows that the 
attack was expected by the Chilean people, that 
threats had been made against our men, and that 
in one case, somewhat eariyin the afternoon, the 
keeper of one house, into which some of our men 
had gone, closed his establishment in anticipation 
of an attack, which he advised thém would be 
made upon them as the darkness came on. 


The Outcome of Hatred. 


In the eupens of Captain Schley,to the navy de- 
partment, he nye 

“In the only interview thatI had with Jndge 
Foster, whois investigating the case relative to 
the disturbance, before he was aware of the en- 
tire gravity of the matter, he informed me that 
the assault upon my men was the outcome of 
hatred for our people among the lower classes, 
because they thought we had sympathized with 
the Balmaceda government on account of the 
Itata matter, whether with reason or without, he 
could, of course, not admit; but such, he thought, 
was anexplanation of the assault at that time, 
Several of our men sought security from 
the mob by such complete or partial changes in 
their dress as would conceal the fact of their 
being seamen of the Baltimore, and found it then 
possible to walk the streets without molestation.”’ 

These incidents conclusively establish that the 
attack was upon the uniform, the nationality, 
and not upon the men. The origin of this feeling 
is probably found in the refusal of the government 
to give recognition to the congressional party be- 
fore it had established itself, in the seizure of the 
Itata for an alleged violation of the neut®stity 
law, in the cable incident and in the charge that 
Adiniral Brown conveyed information to Valpa- 
raiso of the landing at Quintervs. It is not my 
purpose to enter here any defense of the action of 
this government in these matters. It is enough 
tor the present purpose tosay that if there was 
any breach of international comity or duty on our 
part, it should bave been made the subject of of- 
ficial complaint through diplomatic channels, or 
of reprisals for which full responsibility was as- 
sumed, Wecannot consent that these incidents 
and these perversions of truth shall be used to ex- 
cite a murderous attack upon our un- 
offending sailors and the government 
of Chile go acquitted of responsibility. In 
fact the conduct of this government during the 
war in Chile pursued those lines of international 
duty which we had 80 strongly insisted upon on 
the part of other nations when this country was 
in the throes of civil conflict. We continued 
established diplomatic relations with the govern- 
ment in power until it was overthrown, and 
promptiy and cordially recognized the new gov- 
ernment when it was established. The good offi- 
oes of this government were offered to bring about 
a peacefuladjustment and the interposition of 
Mr. Egan to mitigate securities and to shelter the 
adherents of the congressional party were effective 
and frequent. 

The charge against Admiral Brown is too base 
to gain credence with any one who knows his high 
personal and professional character. 

Several Distinct Assaults. 

Recurring to the evidence of our sailors, | 
think it is shown that there were several distinct 
assaults, and so nearly simultaneous asio show 
that they did not spread from one point. The 
press summary of the report ot the affair shows 
that the evidence of Chilean officials and others, 
was in conflict as to the place of origin, several 
places being named by different witnesses as to 
locality when the first outbreak occurred. This, 
if correctly reported, shows that there were sev- 
eral distinct outbreaks, and 80 nearly at the same 
time as to cause this confusion. 

The La Patria, in the same issue from which I 
have already quoted, after describing the killing 
of Riggin and the fight, which from that point ex- 
tended to the mole, says: 

“At the same time in other streets of the port 
the yankee sailors fought fiercely with the people 
of the town, who seemed to see in them incar- 
nate enemies of the Chilean navy.’ 

Captain Jenkine’s Testimony. 

The testimony of Captain Jenkins, of the 
American merchant ship, Keweenewe, which had 
gone to Valparaiso for repairs, and who 
was a witness of some part of the 
assault upon the crew of the Baltimore, is strongly 
corroborative of the testimony of our own sailors 
when he says that be saw Chilean sentries drive 
back seamen, seeking shelter, upon the mob that 
was pursuing them. Officers and men of Captain 
Jenkins’s ship furnish most conclusive testimony 
as tothe indignities which were practiced to- 
wards Americans in Valparaiso. 

When American sailors, even of merehant 
ships, can only secure their safety by denying 
their nationality, it must be time to readjust our 
relations with a government that permits sucb 
demonstrations. 

Part the Police Played. 

As to the participation of the police, the evi- 
dence of our sailors shows that our men were 
struck and beaten by police officers before and 
after the arrest, and that one, at least, was dragged 
with a lasso about his neck by a mounted police. 
man. That the death of Riggin was the result of 
a rifle shot fired by a policeman or soldier on duty, 
is shown directly by the testimony of Johnson, in 
whose arms he was atthe time,and by the evi- 
dence of Charles Langen, au American Sailor, not 
then a member of the Baltimore’s crew, who stood 
close by and saw the transaction, 

The Chilean authorities do not pretend to fix 
the responsibility of this shot upon any particular 
pernon, but avow their inability to ascertain who 

red it, further thanthat it was fired from the 
crowd, The character of the wound, as described 
by one ofthe surgeons ofthe Baltimore, clearly 
supports his opinion thatit was made bya rifle 
ball, the orifice of the exit being as much as aninch 
oraninch and a quarter in width. When shot, 
the poor fellow was unconscious and in the arms 
of a comrade, who was endeavoring to carry him 
toa néighboring ¢rug store for treatment. 

The story of the police, that in ecming up the 
street they passed these wen and left them behind 
them, is inconsistent with their own. The state- 
ment as to the direction of their approach, and 
their duty to protect them, is clearly dis- 
proved. in fact, Riggin was not béhind, butin 
front of the advancing torce, and was not stand- 
ing in the crowd, but was unconscious and sup- 
ported in the arms of Johnson when he was shot. 

The communications of the Chilean government 
in relation to this cruel and disastrous attack 
upon our men, as will appear from the correspon- 
dence, have not in any degree taken the form of a 
manly and satisfactory expression of regret, 
wuch less of apology. The event was of so serious 
a character that, if the injuries suffered by our 
men had been wholly the result of an accident in a 
Chilean port, the incident was grave enough to 
have called for some public expression of sympa- 
thy and regret from the locat authorities. It is not 
enough to say that the affair was lamentable, for 
humanity would require that. expression, even if 
the treating and killing of our men had been jus- 
tifilable. It is not enough to say thit the incident is 
regretted, coupled with the statement that the 
affair was not of an unusnal character in ports 
where foreign sailors are accustomed to meet. It 
is not for a generous and sinc?re governinent to 
seek for words of sma.!J or equivocal meaning in 
which to convey toa triendly power an apology for 
an offense so atrocious as thig. 

A Case Cited, 

In the case of the assault by the mobin New 
Orleans upon the Spanish consulate in 1851, Mr. 
Webster wrote to the Spanish minister, Mr. 
Calderon, that the aets complained of werea 
‘disgraceful and flagrant breach of duty and pro- 
priety, and that his governmens regrets them as 
deeply asthe minister or his government could 
possibly du; that these acts have caused the presi- 
dent great pain, and he thinks a proper ac- 
knowledgement is dueto her majesty’s govern- 
ment.”’ 

He invited the Spanish consul to return to his 
post, guaranteeing protection, and offered to 
salute the Spanish flag, if the consul should come 
in a Spanish vessel. 

Such treatment by the government of Chile of 
this assault would have been more creditable to 
the Chilean authorities, and mach less can hardly 
be satisfactory t)a government that values its 
dignity and honor. Iu our note of October 23d 
l.st, whichappears in the eorrespondence, after 
receiving the repurts of the board of officers , a 
pointed by Captain Schiey to investigate the 
affair, the Chilean governmeut was advised of 
the aspect which it assumed and called upon 
for any facts in ite possession that might tend to 


modify the unfavorable impressions which our 


report had created. It is yery clear from the 
correspondence that, before the receipt of this 
note, the examination was regarded by the police 
authorities as practically closed. It may, how- 
ever, be reopened and protracted through a period 
of nearly three months. We might justly have 
complained of this unreasonable delay, but, in 
view of the fact that the government of Chile 
was still provisional, and with a disposition to be 
forbearing and hopeful of a friendly termination, 
I have awaited the report whieh has but recently 
been made, 
The Ultimatum. 


On the 2ist instant, I caused to be communi- 
cated to the government of Chile by the American 
minister at S.intiago, the conclusions of this gov- 
ernment, after full consideration of all evidence 
and of every suggestion affecting this matter, 
and to these conclusions I adhere. They are as 
follows: 

1. That the assault is not relieved of the aspect 
of which early information of the event gave tu it, 
viz: That of an attack upon the uniform of the 
United States navy, having its origin and motive 
in a feeling of hostility to the government and 
not in the act of the sailors, or any of then. 

2. That the anys authorities of Valparaiso 
saqrasey failed in their duty to protect our men, 
and that some of the police and Chilean soldiers 
and sailors were themselves guilty of unprovoked 
assaults upon our sailors before and after arrest. 
He (the president) thinks the preponderance of 
evidence and inherent probabilities lead to the 
conclusion that Riggin was killed by police or 
soldiers. 

3. That he (the president) is, therefore, com- 
pelled to bring the case back to the position 
taken by this government in tee note of Mr. 
Wharton ot October 23d last, and to ask for a 
suitable apology and for some adequate repara- 
tion for the injury done to this government. 

In the same note the attention of the Chilean 
government was called to the oifensive character 
of the note addressed by Mr. Matta, minister of 
foreign affairs, to Mr. Montt, its minister at this 
capital, on the llth ultimo. This dispatch was 
not officially communicated to this government, 
but, as Mr, Montt was directed to translate and to 
give it to the press of this country, it seemed to 
me that it could not pass without official notice. 
It was not only undiplomatic, but grossly insult- 
ing to our naval officers and to the executive 
department, as it directly imputed un- 
truth and insincerity to the reports of 
the naval officers and to the official communica- 
tions made by the executive department to con- 

ress. 

It will be observed that I have notified fhe 
Chilean government that, unless the note is at 
once withdrawn and an apology as public as the 
a made, I will terminate diplomatic rela- 
tions, 

The request for the recall of Mr. Egan upon the 
ground that he was not persona grata, was unac- 
companied by any ruggestion that could properly 
be used in support of it, and I infer that the re- 
quest is based upon the official acts of Mr. Egan, 
which have received the approval of this govern- 
ment. But, however that may be I could not con- 
sent to consider such a question until it had first 
been settled whether our correspondence with 
Chile could be conducted upon a basis of mutual 


respect. 
Should Be Enforced. 


In submiting these pagers to congress for that 
grave, political consideration which. the ques- 


* tions involved demand, I desire to say that Lam 


of the opinion that the demand made of Chile by 
this government should be adhered to and en- 
forced. 1i the dignity as well as prestige and in- 
fluence of the United States are not to be wholly 
sacrificed we must protect those who, in foreign 
ports, display the flag or wear the colors of this 
rovernment againsce insult, brutality and death, 
nflicted in resentment of the acts of their gov- 
erninent and not for any fault of their own. It 
has been my desire in every way to cultivate 
friendly and intimate relations with all govern- 
ments of this hemisphere. We do not 
covet their territory. We desire their 
ape and prosperity. We look forno advantage 
n our relations with them, except increased ex- 
changes of commerce upon a is of mutual 
benefit. We regret every civil contest that dis- 
turbs their peace and paralyzes their development 
and are always to give our good offices fur the 
restoration of peace. 


Will Protect Its People. 


It must, however, be understood that this gov- 
ernment while exercising the utmost forbearance 
towards weaker powers, will extend its strong 
and acoqunr? protection to its citizena, toits offi- 
cers, and to its humblest sailor, when made vic- 
tims of wantonness andruelty in resentment 
net of their personal misconduct, but of the of- 
ficial acts of their government. 


Upon information received that Patrick Shields, - 


an Irishman and probably a british subject, but 
at the time a fireman of the American steamer 
Keweenaw, in the harbor of Valparaiso, for re- 
pairs, had been subjected to persunal injuries in 
that city—largely by the police—I directed the at- 
torney general to cause the evidence of officers and 
the crew of that vessel to be taken upon its arrival 
in San Francisco, and that testimony is herewith 
transmitted. The brutality and even savagery ot 
the treatment of this poor man by the Chilean 
police would be incredible if the evidence of 
Shields was not ——— by other direct testi- 
mony, and by the distressing condition of the man 
himself when he was finally able to reach his 
vessel. The captain of the vessel says: 

“He came back a wreck; black from his neck to 
his hips from beating; weak and stupid and still 
in a kind of paralyzed condition, and has never 
been able to do duty since,” 

A claim for reparation has been made in behalf 
of this man for, while he was not a citizen of the 
United States, the doctrine long heid by the 
United States, as expressed in consular regula- 
tions, is “the principles inaintained by this gov- 
ernment in regard to the protection, as disting- 
uished from the relief, of seamen are well settled. 
It is held that the circumstances that the vessel is 
American is evidence thatthe scamen on board 
are such, and in every regulerly documented 
merchant vessel, the crew wiil find their protec- 
tion in the flag that covers them.” 

I have as yet received no reply to our note of the 
2ist inst, but in my opinion I ought not to delay 
longer to bring these matters to the attention of 
congress for such action a8 may be deemed appro- 
priate.

THE CHILEAN CORRESPONDENCE, 


Giving a Full Official History of Affairs up 
to Date. 

WASHINGTON, January 24.—[Special to The 
Constitution.}—The Chilean correspondence 
accompanying the president’s message, re- 
veals a remarkable state of affairs. 

Instead of being impatient and haughty 
in its dealings with the little republic, the 
government of the United States appears 
to have been long suffering, abiding with 
firm, but quiet, dignity the reparation 
which was due for the extraordinary con- 
duct of the Chilean minister of foreign 
affairs. The representative af this country 
appears to have been treated with con- 
tempt by the public apd the press of 
Chile, while the insolent attitude of the 
minister of foreign affairs was at times 
not even covered by the decent official 
courtesy which belongs to state papers. 
The attack upon the American sailors ap- 
pears to have been the climax of a long 
series of insults to the flag and representa- 
tive of the United States. While Minister 
Egan was subjected to the most scurrilous 
attacks of the Chilean press, the legation 
of the United States was practically in a 
state of siege, surrounded by drunken police, 
who openly abused the refugees who had 
found asylum under the American flag. 
The house was invested with a cordon of 
police, who arrested callers upon the rep- 
resentative of the United States. For a 
time it was difficult to gain access to the 
legation. Detectives surrounded the 
premises and the minister was subjected 
to intolerable insolence from the popu- 
lace. Notwithstanding repeated complaints 
in writing, these anaoyances were not entirely 
removed until after the inaugaration of the 
new president, and the induction of a less hos- 
tile cabinet into office. The complaints of our 
minister of these outrages were answered by 
the charge that the refugees in the legation of 
the United States were plotting against the 
Chilean government. 

In spite of the fact that the offieers of the 
provisional government or junta acknowl- 
edged that the pursuit of the Itata was right, 
and that the United States government could 
not have consistently done otherwise, the

MR. EGAN BECOMES PERSONA GRATA, 


The United States Supreme Court 
Can Arbitrate 


THE ATTACK ON THE AMERICAN SAILORS, 


A Full and Complete Apology, Which Goes 
Beyond Anything the Government 
Had Demanded. 


SANTIAGO DE CHILE, January 26.—[Spe- 
cial.|}—The Chilean government has sent 
her reply to the ultimatum of the United 
States. 

The reply is in effect as follows: 

Matta’s Note Withdrawn. 

Chile agrees to withdraw the offensive 
note sent by Senor Matta to all Chilean 
ministers abroad, and ucknowledges that its 
issuance was due to an error of judgment. 

Mr. Egan Is a Gentleman. 

Chile also withdraws its request for tlie 
withdrawal of United States Minister 
Egan. 

A Fair Proposition. 

In addition to this, the Chilean govern- 
ment, in its answer, proposes that the af. 
fair of the attack on the Baltimore sailors 
in Valparaiso, be submitted to the arbitra- 
tion of some neutral nation. 

The Supreme Court Can Arbitrate. 

If this proposition is not acceptable to 
the United States government the Chilean 
government suggests that the matter be 
submitted to the decision of the supreme 
court of the United States. 


Itata incident seems to have been the first 
cause of inflammation among the Chilean 
people. The correspondence discloses the fact 
that Mr. Egan thought Balmaceda would. 
prevail, but it also shows that he exerted him 

self to restore peace between the Chilean 
factions. In concert with other foreign rep- 
resentatives, he tendered the good officers of 
the United States in peace negotiations, and 
thetenders from the United States, Brazil 
and France were accepted, while those 
of Great Britain and Germany 
were rejected. It would seem, then, that up 
to that date, May 24, 1891, Mr. Egan was a 
persona grata to both Balmaceda and the con 

gressional party. He was even more so at 

that time than the British and German repre- 
sentatives, possibly because, as Mr. Egan re- 
ported on March 17th, ‘‘the revolution had the 
undivided sympathy and active support of the 
English residents in Chile; that the English 
superintendents of the nitrate works urged 
their men to join the revolutionists, and 
Colonel North contributed £100,000 in its sup- 
port.”” Under those circumstances Balmaceda 
did not accept the mediationof England. Mr. 
Egan was at that time on _ good 
terms with the congressional party, 

and interfered to protect their envoys when 
Balmaceda threatened to shcot them on their 
appearance before the mediators. As late as 
August 20th Mr. Egan sheltered at the lega- 
tion two of the congressional leaders—Ed wards 
and Matta. The latter was the same man who 
afterwards, as minister of foreign affairs, wrote 
the offensive dispatch of December 13th. 

On July 28th our minister wrote the state 
department a denial of the charge that he had 
advised Balmaceda to issue letters of marque 
to privateers, and adds that he has maintained 
cordial relations with the government. 

“And at the same time," said he, ‘I have the as- 
Surance that I have retained the friendship and 
confideuce of the leaders of the oppesition.” In 
proof of this latter statement he cities the fact 
that the peace negotiations were conducted at his 
legation. As this point is of importance in view 
oi the changed relation#of the parties later on, it 
may be of interest to add that Mr. Egan then 
wrote: “Since the commencement of the revolu- 
tion I have been requested on various occasions, by 


the no ge te to exercise good offices on their 
behalf, in favor of the liberation of prisoners, the 


mitigation of punishment, the preservation of 


convent schools and.clerical colleges from mili- 
tary occupation and other similar mat‘ers. In all 
of which cases every intimation that I made to 
the government was most cordially received, and 
in almost all cases promptiy acted upon. In the 
resent terribly excited condition of public feel- 
ing here,@When every act and word are closely 
criticised and oiten distorted, it is extremely 
difficult to avoid being misrepresented, but so far 
I can congratulate myseif upon having been able 
to keep this legation clear of all entanglements.”’ 

The feeling caused by the pursuit of tne 
Itata seems to have been greatly increased by 
the action of our minister in giving asy:um to 
refugees of the Balmacedist party, This right 
was exercised by every foreizn minister in 
Chile except the representative of England. 
The British legation alone was closed against 
fugitives. Then it was that the Chilean 
newspapers became bitter iu their criticisms 
of Minister Ezan, and theinsolence of the 
populace became so annoyifig. When Mr. 
Egan made complaint of this to Senor Matta, 
Chilean minister of foreign affairs, that offi- 
cial charged thatthe Balmacedist refugees at 
the United States legation were abusing the 
right of asylum, and were fomenting a con- 
spiracy against the existing government. 
When Mr. Egan denied th!s and renewed his 
complaints concerning the investment of the 
legation with police, Senor Matta roughly ree 
plied : 

Relating to the ‘extraordinary and without ex- 
ample” events taking place at the legation, the 
envoy extraordinary will permit me to excuse dis- 
cussing the point, because everything done and 
everything that will be done by the pelice agents 
not only exercise the attributes incumbent upon 
the Jocal authorities, which are better informed 
and better posted of what takes place inside the 
legation and its vicinity than appears to be the 
envoy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary. 


The foreign minister refused a safe conduct 
for the refugees from the ‘logation out of the 
country. Upon receiving this intelligence, 
President Harrison telegraphed Mr. Egan on 
October Ist: 

Mr. Egan is informed that the president desires 
to establish and maintain the most friendly rela- 
tions with Chile, but the right of asylum having 
been tacitly, if not expressly, allowed to other for- 
eign legations, and having been exercised by our 
minister with tae old a in the interests 
and forthe safety of tae adherents of the party 
now in power, the president cannot but regard the 
arcplication of another rale, accompanied by acts 
of lisrespect to our legati »m, as the manifestation 
ofa most upfriendiy spirit Mr. Egan is ine 
structed to furnish a copy of this to the minister 
for foreign affairs and to take the utmost precau- 
tion to prevent any abuse cf the privilege of asy- 
lum by those to whom he has extended it; their 
intercourse with outside persons, whether by per- 
son or by let’er, should be under his supervision 
and limited to the most and innocent 
matters. The discussion and adjustment of the 
matter would probably be much facilitated were 
there an authorized sgent of Chile at Washing- 
ton. 

In answer, October 3d, Mr. Egan telegraphed; 
“The minister of foreign affairs disclams any in- 
tention of disrespect to the legation, but clainus a 
right to take measures outside the to frus- 
trate the conspiracy on the = of the refugees. 
Mr. Egan insists that there been no abuse of 
the anqtem, and says be will prevent any. His 
design is to obtain safe conduct for the refugees 
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eut of the country.” He announces three days 
ater, that the Spanish minister has agreed to act 
in harmony with him in the matter of refugees. 
inthe notes passing between himself and Senor 
Matta, which Mr. Egan encloses, the former 
asserts that the authorities have ho 
desire to = molest persons entering the 
egation, although a few persons have 
n detained “who may have hold intercourse 
with the refugees without Mr. Patrick Bean 
knowing it or being uble to know it.” He cites 
an instance of persons passin papers through ap 
o window. In reply, Mr. Egan refuses to 
mit the right of the regular authorities to 
blockade the levation, asserts that the paper 
d through the window was nietter thrown 
n by one of the brothers of the refugees, who hac 
been twice arrested for attempting to visit the 
legation ; that the letter related to fauuly affairs, 
and was in his (Egan's) possession, and was at 
the minister’s disposa!. Finally, he asserts that 
wnder international law the refugees are free to 
receive ,correspoudence. in a telegram lated 
Octobemasth, Mr. Egan says that the intendente’s 
instructions authorize the arrest of ne one except 
upon well founded suspicion; that the ininister 
deplores all arrests made by oe agents; avers 
that no vexation was intended for the legation, 
but declines that safe conducts be issued. Were 
it possible to do so, he says, without disrespect to 
the law, the interest of the country or the prestige 
of the government, it would be given as a proot of 
amity tothe legation. in reply, Mr. Egan cited 
instances where the Chilean government had 
recognized the right to sate eonduct insuch cases, 
Within a few weeks Balmacedist officers who 
sought asylum on a British war ship had been 
given safe conduct. 

It was in this state of aflairs when the feel- 
ing against the United States and its minister 
had become intense, that the sailors of the 
Baltimore were attacked. 

Then foliows the correspondence on that 
affair, with which the public is already faini!- 
iar. Itincluded the demand of the United 
States for reparation, the rejection of the 
communication by Matta as offensive and sub- 
sequent correspondence touching the secret in- 
vestivation of the attack on the sailors. The 
sailors had been required to go without coun- 
se]. Seeretarv Blaine telegraphs Mr. Egan not 
to allow the sailors to go again without coun- 
sel to give testimony, and instructs our repre- 
sentative to demand acopy of the document 
written in Spanish, which the  sators 
were made to sign in the secret 
session of the court when they 
were without counsel. It develops 
in the correspondence that the evidence of the 
two sailors who saw Riggiu shot by a Chilean 
soldier, was thrown out by the judge of crimes 
on the ground that it was contlicting. Hie 
also threw out the evidence of the officers and 
surgeon of the Baltimore bearing on the same 
point. He also rejected the shirt and tie of 
Johnson, which had been pierced by a bullet 
and were tendered in evidence. 

The cuimination of Matta’s insolence was 
reached on December llth when he sent to 
Senor Montt, Ltalian minister at Washington, 
a dispatch insulting to both the president and 
Minister Egan. Matta sent copies of this dis- 

atch toall the representatives of Chile at 

furopean courts and caused them to be pub- 
lished there and in the United States. 
is the document: 

Matta’s Famous Dispatch to Montt. 

Having read the portion of the report of the 

* secretary of the navy and of the message of the 
president of the Unireu Stated, I think proper to 
inform you that the statements on which both re- 

ort and message are based are erroneous or de- 

iberately incorrect. With respect to the persons 
to whom an asyluin has been yranted, they have 
never been threatened with cruel treatment hor 
has it been sought to remove them from the leya- 
tion, nor has their surrender been asked for. 
Never has the house or the persons of the plenipo- 
tentiary, notwithstanding indiscretions and delib- 
erate provocations, been subjected tu any offense, 
as is proved by the eleven notes of September, 
October and Noveinber. 

With respect to the seamen of the Baltimore, 
there is, moreover, no exactness nor sincerity in 
what issaid at Washington. The occurrence took 
place in a bad neighborhood of the city, the main- 
top of Valparaiso, and among people who are not 
models of discretion and temperance. When the 
police and other forces interfered and calmed the 
tumult, there were already several hundred people 
there, and it was ten squares or more 
trom the place where it had begun. 

Mr. Egan sent, on the 20th of October, a note 
that was aggressive in purpose and virulent in 
language, as is seen by the copy and the note 
written in reply on the 27th. 

“On the 18th the preliminary examination had 
already been commenced; it has becn delayed ow- 
ing tothe non-appearance of the officera of the 
Baitimore and owing to undue pretensions and re- 
fusais of Mr. Egan himself. No provocation has 
ever been acvepted or initiated by this depart- 
ment. Its attitude, while it has ever been one of 
firmness and prudence, has never been one of ag- 
rressiveness, nor will it ever be one of humilia- 

on, whatever may be or has been said at Wash- 
ington by those who are interested in justifying 
their conduct or who are blinded by erroneous 
views. 

“The telegrams, notes and letters which bave 
been sentto you contain the truth, the whole 
truth, in connection with what has taken piace in 
these matters, in which ill-will and the conse- 
quent words and pretensions have not emanated 
trom thisdepartment. Mr. Tracy and Mr. Har- 
rison have been Jed into error in respect 
to our people aud vovernment; the instruc- 
tions ;recommending) impartiality and friendship 
have not been complied with, neither now por 
before If no official complaint has been made 
against the minister andthe naval officers, it is 
because the facts, public and notorious, both in 
Chile and the United States, could not, although 
they were well proved, be urged by our conti- 
dential agents. l’roof of this is furnished by the 
demands of Balmuceda and the concessions made 
in June and.July, the whole Itata case, the San 
Francisco at Quintero, and the cable companies. 
The statement that the North American seamen 
were attacked in various localities at the same 
time is deliberately incorrect. 

AS the preliminary examination is not-yet con- 
cluded, it is not yet known who and how many 
the guilty partiesare. You no doubt have the 
note of November 9th, written in reply to Minis- 
ter Egan, in which l request him to furnish testi- 
mony which he would’ not give, although he had 
said thai he had evidence showing who the mur 
derer was ant} who the other guilty parties of the 
léith of October were.

After this, on  De- 
cember 17th, Mr. Egan telegraphed the 
state department that he would hold no 
further communication with the Chilean 
foreign office’ without instructions. On the 
%d he asked Mr. Blaine whether, in view of 
what had happened, he should attend the in- 
auguration of President Montt. On the 27th 
he reports thatinthe absence of instructions 
he did not attend the inauguration, and that 
the same night at a banquet given by the 
president, the president of the senate proposed 
the happiness of all nations represented at the 
inauguration. 

December 30th Mr. Evan reports that the 
Chilean governinent has received from Grace 
& Co. information as tothe intention of- the 
United States government to deliver an ulti- 
matum, ani that the British minister, under 
instructions received from his government in 
consequence Of similar news, called at the 
foreign office this day and urged a course of 
conciliation upon the minister of foreign 
affairs, who, however, maintained with tirm-

withdrawn. He also thinks that all the ques- 
tions, safe conduct for the refugees, assault on 
the Baltimore men, and disrespect to the 
legation will be completely settled. 

i. answer tothis Mr. Blaine sent the follow- 
ing telegram January Sth: 

Mr. Blaine asks whether all that is personally

minister of foreign affairs wiX be withdrawn by 
the new government, also whether a safe eonduct 
will be granted to the refugees who are still in the 
legation, and, finally whether all surveillance of 
the legaticn has been removed. 

January llth, Mr. Egan announced that he 
placed two of the refugees on board the cruiser 
Yorktown, and that there were five remaining 
in asylum. 

Iie reported a conversation the same day 
with the new winister of foreign affairs, in 
which permission was granted refugees to 
leave the country, but safe conduct was not 
given. On the 17th Mr. Egansummarized the 
report of the judge of crimes, who made it ap- 
pear that the affair of October 16th began by 
the attack of three American sailors on the 
Chileans. The correspondence goes on: 

January 16th Mr. Egan transmits a relation of 
the interview which the minister of foreign atfairs 
accorded on that day, and says that he was told 
that in view of Mr. Blaine’s indications and on the 
vround taken by the former Secretaries olf State 
buchanan and Webster that no foreign power, 
through its representatives, could make> the 
message of a president ot the United States 
the basis of diplomatic representations or 
controversy, his government will not have 
any objection to withdrawing all that 
may be considered disagreeable to that of 
the United State®S in the telegram sent to their 
representative in Washington by the former min- 
ister of foreign affairs. He adds that he expressed 
an opinion that an expression of regret for such 
parts of that document as were considered offen- 
sive tothe president and other officers of the 
United States would be expected to compliment 
the withdrawal, and that he received from the 
mninister positive assurance that the Chilean min- 
ister near the United States had been instructed 
toexpress regret for all that might create un- 
pleasantness between the two governments in the 
ease. He wishes to know what action he is to 
take. 

Mr. Blaine’s reply is in the following terns: 

WASHINGTON, January 16, 1892.—Mr. Blaine 
points to essential differences between anything 
iaintained by Mr. Webster and what was «one 
by Mr. Matta, when, in his message on the 15th of 
December, he instructed Mr. Montt to have that 
document printed in the United States, and re- 
ferring to the palpable insults found in it against 
the president and other officers of the United 
States, says that, in hrs opinion, the transnitssion 
of the cireular was unprecedented. ile declares 
that the desired withdrawal by President Monit 
of everything of a discourteous character should 
be done freely and in suitabie terms by Chile. He 
enjoins prompt action. 

January 17th, Mr. Egan telegraphed that La 
Union, a newspaper of Valparaiso, printed a 
stateinent to the effect that the retugees were 
stuck fast on board the Yorktown, although they 
bad intended to sail on the Jobn Elder. The 
Heraldo, belonging toa member of the cabinet, 
printed a virulentand untruthful personal attack 
on him, instigated by the correapondent of The 
London Times. 

Mr. Egan’s correspondence with the depart- 
ment closes with the tollowing telegram : 

SANTIAGO, January 18, 1892.—Mr, Egan acknowl- 
edges the receipt on the previous day of the tele- 
graphic instructions of the 16th, ard reports that 
on the morning of this day he hadon the subject 
in question an interview with the minister for for- 
eign affairs, whom he found well disposed, and 
who promised to return an answer at the earliest 
possible moment, but could not take any action 
without consultation. 7 

The communications of Don Pedro 
Montt, Chilean minister at Washington, and 
the secretary of state cover some of the same 
ground. One important point is that the 
Chilean minister emphatically denies the re- 
port of Mr. Egan that the attack on the sail- 
ors was begun simultaneously at points a mile 
or more away. He says it began in a low 
quarter of the city known as the ‘‘main top” 
of Valparaiso. This statement is contro- 
verted by the testimony of the sailors and 
oflicers of the Baltimore. 

January Sth, Senor Montt transmits to Mr. 
Blaine a note informing him of the sentence 
proposed for the persons found guilty of at- 
tacking the American sailors. 

He says: "The prosecuting attorney has brought 
accusation against those who, from the Sumario, 
appearto be guilty and they are Carlos Gomez, 
Federico Rodriguez, and Ahumada, Chileans, anid 
Davidson, an American; and has asked that upon 
them be imposed the penalties assigned by the law, 
namely, upon Gomez of three to five years penal 
imprisonment; Rodriguez, from two to eighteen 
months, and Ahumada and Dayidson twenty to 
forty days’ imprisonment. 

“Upon the conclusion of the Sumario the pro- 
cedure prescribed by the laws is to communicate 
tu the criminals the indictment tramed by the 
prosecuting attorney and to set down the case for 
trial withina briet period. Thereupon the sen- 
tence 18 pronounced, which must be reviewed by 
the superior court.” 

Congressmen Interviewed. 

The Associated Press, after adjournment, 
intervied upwards of a -hundred senators and 
representatives. ‘The senators were much 
more cautious about commenting on the 
message and the probable outcome than mem- 
bers ofthe house. Bat it was evident that 
party considerations did not bind the members 
of either house in their views, and that a de- 
cided majority was willing to sustain the 
president in upholding, with firmness and 
vigor, the position taken by this government. 

Many of them, in expressing their views, 
said it seemed to them that the United States 
had, in some respects, perhaps, not acted 
altogether in the right, but they said they had 
no doubt that much should be done by Chile, 
and that, in the end, she would comply with 
most of our demands. 

Of the message itself, the opinion of demo- 
crats and republicans alike was that it was a 
strong presentation of the case. 


Chile at the World’s Fair. 
CnicaGo, January 25.—The site for thé Chilean 
government building at the world’s fair was ap- 
proved today. It is onthe main driveway. Sites 
for seven other Central and South American gov- 
ernments were also approved. 


SPEAKER CRISP APPEARS, . 


He Is Congratulated by the Representa- 


tives of all Parties. 


Wasuincton, January 25.—[Special.J— 
Speaker Crisp appeared in the house today for 
the first time since he announced the commit- 
tees, a month ago. 

When he ascended the rostrum at noon to- 
day his appearance was greeted with applause 
from the floor and’ the galleries. He iooked 
somewhat haggard and peaked from his long 
confinement, but his voice was ciear and ring- 
ing, and itisevident that heis on the high 
road to recovery. During the reading of the 
journal the members were crowded about the 
rostrum, shaking him by the band and other- 
wise expressing their congratulations upon his 
resumption of the duties of speaker.

"TWO. FIRES. 


The Commercial Hotel and Powers’s Stables 
in Flames. 

Macon, Ga., January 25.—)Special.}]—This 
morning about 1 o’clock a fire broke out in the 
Commercial hoteljon Fourth street,and consid- 
erable damage was done, The third story was 
entirely destroyed and the second floor suffered 
severely., 

Messrs. Heidingsfelder & Marx were lessees 
of the building and used the upper stories as a 
hotel, the office and bar occupying the center 
of the building on the ground floor. One of 
the stores under the hotel is a tieket broker’s 
office, and the basement is occupied by Samuel 
Solomon, wholesale whisky and cigars. Solo- 
mon’s stock was badly damaged by water, 
but the loss is covered by insurance. In 
the ticket broker’s office, $5,000 of tickets were 
badly damaged. 

When the alarm was sounded the guests 
rushed in their night clothes out of the burn- 
ing building. Nearly all of the baggage was 
saved. The loss on the furniture was consid- 
erable. The building was the property of Mr. 
J. C. McBurney, of Atlanta. 
The loss is estimated at twelve 
or fifteen thousand dollars. The 
building was insured with Atlanta agencies. 

Another Fire. 


While the Commercial was burning a sec- 
ond alarm was sounded, caused by the burning 
of Joe Powers’s stables. This fire is supposed 
to have been the work of anincendiary. Six 
horses, two mules and other live stock were 
roasted to death in the flames. A large 
amount of feed, with implements, harness, etc., 
was consumed. 


Three Years in the Pen,

murder case was disposed of in Hall superior 
court today by the lightning process, Sam Wil- 
liama, colored, was charged with the 
murder of Major House, an eight-year-old negro 
boy, which took place in this city on the 13th 
of July, 1891.

Arrested for a Horrible Crime in Sa- 
yannah. 


AUGUST W. MEYER PUT TO DEATH 


By a Band of Colored Cut-Throats, Who 
Laid for Him—The Murderers Run 
Down and Arrested. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., January 25.—[Special.]— 
Within fourteen hours from the finding of the 
mangled body of the murdered manufacturer 
of effervescent drinks, August W. Meyer, the 
murderers were captured and placed safely in 
jail. 

Savannah’s detectives in this case did a 
piece of work that would have reflected credit 
on those of any city. The murder was one of 
the most horrible in its brutality, and appa- 
rently one of the most mysterious that has 
ever occurred in Savannah. 

Ata Jate hour last night the body of Meyer, 
a well-to-do manufacturer, was found in one 
of the lower rooms of his factory, where he 
had bis oftice, desk and safe. The outer door 
of the safe was open. The body lay in a re- 
mote corner of the room, hidden from the sight 
of passers by some machinery. The back of 
the head was broken in, and the entire top of 
the head was bruised and crushed. In the 
throat was a horrible cut, looking as if a sharp 
chisel had been driven intoit. The head Was 
in a pool of blood from this wound. 

The body was warm when found by the 
colored boy whoattended to the horses in the 
stable adjoining. Heand two other negroes 
were arrested, but there was nothing to hold 
them on. The murdered man’s watch and dia- 
mond pin were gone, and his pockets were 
turned inside out. He was known to always 
carry a large amount of money with him. No 
trace of the way by which the murderers left 
the building could be found, asthere was not a 
single blood stain on any door or window. 

Tracing Up the Crime. 

This morning Detective Wetherhorn discov- 
ered that Gus Williams, a negro employed by 
a friend whom the murdered man visited last 
night, had not shown up, and that he was 
standing outside of the friend’s house when 
Meyer left for the factory, in the upper part of 
which he had a sleeping room. : 

At Williams’s house bloody clothing was 
found in a closet. When the detective and 
assistants found him and on the streets, 
‘Williams ran under a house, but was captured. 


He declared his innocence, and pointed to | 


sores on his person to account for the blood on 
the clothing. 

Later in the day, under the house where 
he lived, were found the murdered 
man’s watch and two bloody ax helves 
which had been used in the murder. 

The Prisoners Held. 


J. C. Folk, Charles Bacon, F. M. Days, 
Marion Heyward, Anna E. Folk, Sarah Gay 
and Queen Martin, all negroes, were arrested 
as being implicated in the murder. ) 

It is understood that the five men took part 
init. The women are held as witnesses. 

Knowing that Meyer always had considera- 
ble money about him, and that there was a 
Jarge sum usually kept in the safe on Sunday, 
the men entered the building last night 
through a window and concealed themselves, 
and when Meyer entered he lit the gas. One 
of the negroes out in the stable adjoining 
made a noise and attracted his attention to the 
corner of the room. When he reached there 
another grabbed him by the throat, while a 
third struck. bim over the head with an ax 
helve until he fell unconscious to the floor. 

His Throat Cut. 

tobbing him of all valuables, his throat 
was then cutin order toinsure death. They 
were scared off before they could rob the safe 
by the arrival ofa colored boy. The murdered 
man was one of the wealthiest and most 
prominent German citizens. A great crowd 
collected this afternoon about the justice’s 
office, where Williams was taken, and threats 
of lynching were freely uttered. The detectives 
escorted the negro with drawn pistolsto a 
wagon, and drove off rapidly to the prison. 

Marion Heyward Confesses. 

Marion Heyward has confessed and given 
the full story of the crime. The five negroes 
mentioned, together with another named 
Bloom, who has escaped, planned the affair 
about a week ago. The women were ac- 
quainted with all the facts. Williams struck 
the fiftst blow. and Heyward stabbed Meyer in 
the throat. They only got $3s0in cash. To- 
night a big mass meeting of indignant Ger- 
mans and other citizens was held at Turpver 
hal!. The professed intention of the meeting 
was to attack the jail and lynch the prisoners. 
When the news got abroad that the murderers 
had confessed, passions ran high. Before the 
meeting was called to order Detective Weth- 
erhorn arrived and addressed the crowd. He 
pointed out the futility of attempting to storm 
the jail, and calmed down the angry men by 
assurances thatthe murderers would all get 
tusir deserts. After the meeting began the 
esnservative element secured control and held 
down the more violent. Resolutions were 
adopted calling for the prompt punishment of 
the murderers, and deprecating the slow- 
ness of the law in handling _,the cases 
of such brutal murders. 

To Push the Prosecution. 

A committee of fifteen was appointed to 
call on the solicitor general and the grand jury 
tomorrow toaskthem to take steps to bring 
the murderers to trial at once, and to see if 
their execution cannot be made public. Bit- 
ter protests were made against the slow move- 
ments of the courts and secret executions. 
After the meeting excited groups stood about 
the streets, but no leader was forthcoming and 
the crowds gradually disappeared.

Suppressed and Doctored Facts. 

The campaign of education, inaugurated 
by the democratic alliancemen and other 
democrats, has done much to bring the 
south and west together in the greatest re- 
form movement that this country has ever 
seen, but we should not lose sight of the 
fact that the east needs this educational 
work more than any other section, 

It is true that the people of the east read 
more books, periodicals and newspapers 
than the same number of people read in the 
south and west, but their reading on certain 
lines simply brings them more misinforma- 
tion. In this, asin every other era, it is 
possible to suppress and doctor facts until it 
becomes a difficult task to get at the truth. 
We think it strange that the French people 
never knew of the destruction of their fleet 
sent for the invasion of Egypt until long 
years afterwards when the allied armies oc- 
eupied Paris. They had writets and news- 
papers. How were the facts kept from the 
people? Even in those early days of jour- 
nalism facts were suppressed or doctored, 
and the First Napoleon was good at both. 
Nearly a century later we find in this free 
country the masses almost as_ badly misin- 
formed concerning issues of vital moment 
asthe French were before their enemies 
brought them the news. 

Ina general way the American people 
since the war have known something about 
national banks, the tariff and the demonetiz- 
ation of silver, but so faras the effects of 
those evils are concerned they have been 
during the present generation fully as_ ig- 
norant as the Frenchmen were who boasted 
of their fleet after it had been shattered and 
captured by theenemy. They have been 
for many years the victims of suppressed and 
doctored facts. 

The democratic party could not doa better 
thing, even at this late day, than to flood 
New England with leaflets and pamphlets 
illustrating the workings of McKinleyism, 
the demonetization of silver and the unjust 
discrimination involved in the national 
banking system. ‘The presentation of the 
facts of the situation is bound to convince 
the eastern masses that their interests are 
identical with those of their fellow toilers in 
the south and west. 

Our campaign of education has donea 
world of good, but it has not gone far 
enough. It should have raged about the 
strongholds of the goldbugs and plutocrats 
in the east, where the suppression and doc- 
toring of facts originally began. The peo- 
ple of that section will all clamor for demo- 
cratic reform when they learn to see them- 
selves as they are—a plutocrat-ridden peo- 
ple. Spread the facts! 


The Talk for the Times, 

Down in Texas that sturdy democrat, 
Judge David L. Culberson, has sounded the 
slogan of financial and tariff reform ina 
few ringing sentences that have startled 
trimming politicians and aroused the demo- 
cratic masses, 

Judge Culberson says that the democrats 
must make their fight for free silver, finan- 
cial relief and tariff reform. He concludes 
anotable letter with these words: “I do 
not underestimate the importance of our’ 
success in the canvass of 1892. Butif we 
must surrender our convictions upon the 
money question and endure indefinitely the 
evils and oppression of the present system, 
it becomes pertinent to inquire what we are 
to gain by the election of a democratic pres- 
ident. If our people areto be robbed merci- 
lessly by a system of finance that is fast re- 
ducing the farmers of the south to poverty, 
under a democratic administration, what be- 
comes of our professions of devotion and 
loyalty to the interests of the people? I do 
not believe that it is necessary for us to be- 
tray the interests of our people to the greed 
of eastern capitalists in order to elect a 
democratic president. The great west 
stands ready to unite with us in overthrow- 
ing the hideous outrages of the tariff and 
the financial despotism which now oppress 
the people, and all that is necessary for us 
to secure success is to be true to those who 
have honored us.”’ 

The democratic masses will heartily en- 
dorse these views, but The Fort Worth Ga- 
zette declares that its expression of similar 

ideas has elicited the surprising fact that 
there are in Texas some people who consider 
it infinitely more important that a particular 


candidate should be elected to a particular 
office than that the Texas democracy should 
remain true to the demand for financial re- 
lief forthe people. In other states besides 
Texas the party is in danger of being ham- 
pered by just such schemes, and Judge Cul- 
berson’s question as to the benefits resulting 
from the election of a democratic president, 
if we are to be mercilessly robbed under the 
present financial system, is not only perti- 
nent, but painfully interesting. 

The twin issues of financial relief and 
tariff reform must not be tinkered with to 
satisfy the notions of a few eastern goldbugs 
and monopolists. We must make the fight 
for both issues, and win!

Some of the more public-spirited citizens 
of Putnam county have organized, or are 
about to organize, @ company to be known 
as the Middle Georgia Land Company. A 
charter has been applied for, and the scheme 
will be pushed with energy and intelligence. 
The purpose of those who are moving in the 
matter has been outlined to The Eatonton 
Messenger by Mr. John T. Dennis, a gen- 
tleman of remarkable business qualifications, 
a gentleman who is perhaps the originator 
of, as he certainly is the prime mover in, 
the scheme. 

It is the intention of the managers to se- 
cure subscriptions to the vgjue of $50,000 
or more in land and money as capital stock. 
If necessary, more land will be bought, and 


| this will be divided into farms of 100 acres 


each. Oneach farm a comfortable house 
will be built, and other improvements made. 
The intention is to sell these farms to de- 
sirable settlers on long time and easy pay- 
ments, thereby securing industrious and 
thrifty immigrants. But home people will 
not be shut out from the benefits of the 
scheme. Farmers who have _ heretofore 
rented land, may, ina reasonable length of 
time, own a farm of their own, paying for it 
an annual sum not exceeding the amount of 
theirrent notes. Thus renters, who have 
been living from hand to mouth and moving 
about in the hope of bettering their condi- 
tion, will be enabled to secure homes of 
their own and pocket the profits of their 
Jabor. 

The operations of the company will not 
be confined to one county, but will embrace 
several counties, The result of the move- 
ment will be to add largely to the number of 
small farms, and give to the section inter- 
ested a large increase of the white popula- 
tion. Incidentally, it will be the means of 
settling the labor question. In securing 
immigrants, the new company will have the 
active aid of Mr. W. L. Glessner, who has 
scored considerable syccess in this direction.

BADLY HURT. 


Watchman Dan Flynn Badly Mashed by 
a Passenger Train, 


AT THE DEPOT YESTERDAY MORNING. 


‘A Narrow Escape from Death—He Came 


Very Near Being Run 
Over. 


Mr. Dan Flynn, the gatekeeper at the union 
depot, hada terrible experience yesterday, 
which came very near ending in his death.

Mr. Flynn 
kept a watch out for the switch engine, which 
always follows the train to the depot, and 
coupling to the rear, pulls the coaches into the 
yard and sidetracks them. The engine did 
not come, but instead, the train began to back 
out of the depot. Mr. Flynn rushed to the 
gates to open them before the rearend of the 
car broke them down. 

He was too late, and just as he reached 
out his hands tor the gate he was struck by 
the sleeping car and knocked forward against 
the iron fencing. The train kept rolling back- 
ward and pressing Mr. Flynn against the gate. 

The gate was burst open, and Mr. Flynn 
was thrown, stunned and bleeding, across the 
track just outside the depot. 

A young man, seeing his perilous position, 
ran to him and dragged him tothe sidewalk. 
just as the train passed over where he had 
been lying a moment before. 

The thrilling incident was witnessed by a 
number of people, who expected to see the 
gatekeeper crushed to death. 

A hack was procured and Mr. Flynn was 
carried to his home on Terry street. Dr. West- 
moreland was sent for, and found Mr. Flynn 
suffering intensely. Besides being badly 
bruised, he is injured internally.

| [tis alleged by several persons that Miss 
Ward has made remarks of a decidedly un- 
complimentary nature regarding Miss Mitchell, 
and this is supposed to have been the cause of 
the tragedy. 

This afternoon a buggy containing Miss 
Mitchell and her friend, Miss Lizzie Johnston, 
drove up to the custom house. Coming slowly 
along the pavement, chatting pleasantly, were 
Miss Ward, of Goid Dust, Ark., and her sister, 
Jo. Suddenly from her carriage bounded 
Miss Mitchell. Catching Miss Ward by the 
neck, she drew a razor across the throat of her 
victim. Miss Ward sank to the pavement, 
and in a moment she was cold in death. The 
murdered girl’s sister received a trifling cut. 
Miss Mitchell jumped into the buggy with the 
jexclamation: 

“Drive on, I’ve done it,” and the pair drove 
home, where Miss Mitchell was arrested.

t now seems possible that the ‘general 
law” to take from the people the right to 
elect their county commissioners may prove 


po law at all. 

Something seoms to have gone wrong 
with the bill while tlying so swiftly and 
slyly through the house and senate at the 
last session of the legislature, and the old 
adage, “Haste makes waste,””’ may yet 


apply. 

Qn the pages of the journal of the 
house—and the journal is the official record 
—jt is found that the bill is recorded as 
being read only twice. It was introduced 
in the house on the 13th of October, and 
was read the first time on that day, ac- 
cording to the record. On the next day, 
October 14th, it is recorded as having been 
read the “third time and passed.” 

To become a law, a bill must 
bo read three times, and on 
three separate days. If read _ the 
first time October 13th, a bill could not be 

October 14th, and yet this is the record 
tracing the course of this ‘‘general law” 
through the house. 

Colonel Goodwin Talks. 

Colonel John B. Goodwin, one of Fulton’s 
able representatives, has been at work tracing 
the history of this surprising bill, and to him 
js due the credit for finding that the record is 
peculiar, to say the least. 

Speaking of the billand of how it escaped 
his opposition in the house last session, Mr. 
Goodwin said yesterday to a CONSTITUTION 
representative: 

“It so happened that I knew nothing of the 
pill or its provisions until the action of the 
senate on the day of adjournment agreeing toa 
house amendment to the bill, and then I was 
pot apprised of the nature of its provisions 
and bad no suspicion that it affected our 
county. I think I may say without impro- 
priety that Messrs. Howell, Martin and my- 
self were at least reasonably diligent and 
watchful, but neither of us were perfect and 
we could not keep up with everything pend-

Mr. Martin Finds Flaws, Too. 

Mr. Goodwin is not the only lawyer and law- 
maker who tinds faise methods in the work of 
puiting this general bill through the house. 

His gifted colleague, Mr. Martin, finds some 
Very strange features to the bill as it appears 
onthe pages of the official record. 

Mr. Martin is very forceful in his denuncia- 
tion of the purpose of the bill, as appears in 
What he has to say about the matter. Mr. 
Martin said: 

“If there is one thing, I believe, upon which 
the Fulton delegation was unanimous, it was 
toleave the law regulating the election of 
Commissioners ot roads and revenues for Ful- 
ton county untouched, or to oppose any change 
of thatlaw.

The Jury Is Safe. 
TALKS WITH THE MEMBERS OF THE NEW 
GRAND JURY ON THE SUBJKCT. 


From the general tone of the short talks 
with the members of the next grand jury 
which are given below, it would seem that 
this “general law” to take from the people 
their right to vote for their county commis- 
sloners stands little, if any chance, to ever 
apply in Fulton county, even if it be sound in 
its enactment. 

It must be remembered that this law has to 
be endorsed by two successive grand juries be- 
fore it can come in vogue. It will be remem- 
bered that one grand jury has already endorsed 
it. It can then be seen that if the next grand 
jury,which meets within a few weeks, will en- 
dorse the bill, it becomes a law 
in time for the next grand jury 
to appoint two commissioners to take the 
place of Messrs. Garrett and Wilson, whose 


terms expire in April. 

But if the grand jury just appointed fails to 
endorse the bill, evenif the bill is found to 
have gone throngh the legislature legally, 
then the bill is knocked into a cocked hat 
forever. 

And, it seems that upon such a score, the 
next grand jury will not take from the people 
their right to the ballot. 

There are some of the jurors, though, who 
are in favor of the bill. 

What They All Say. 

Mr. William L. Peel—I shall vote against 
any such a measuré when brought before the 
grand jury. I am opposed tothe principle of 
taking the right of popular vote from the peo- 
ple, especially in a matter so close to the 
best interests of Fulton county. But, even if 
I were in favor of such a principle, I would 
vote against it because of the methods which 
seem to have been pursued in getting it en- 
acted. Yes, I shall vote against the measur, 
and hope the people will continue to enjoy 
the right to vote on such important matters. 

Mr. A. L. Kontz—I have always been a 
great believer in popular representation in se- 
lecting all-important officers. I think the 
people ought to be represented in the selection 
of county commissiouers. 

Mr. Kontz will oppose the movement to 
recommend the measure. 

Mr. D. H. Dougherty—I feel and think that 
the people have aright to vote on it. Taxes 
and a great amount of money come under con- 
trol of the county commissioners, and it is an 
important body. For reasons like these, I 
think the people ought to be represented by 
direct choice. This is my personal opinion. 
When the time comes, I shall do what 1 think 
is right, and what is honorable in accordance 
with a juryman’s oath. 

Dr. E. L. Connally—I baven’t investigated 
the matter, though it seems to be the popular 
side to let the people elect the commissioners. 

Dr. Jesse Rankh —I shall vote to allow the 
people the continwance of the right to elect. 

Mr. A. L. Waldo—I am in favor of the law 
as it now stands. I should never think of 
taking that special law, which the people of 
Fulton have asked for and secured, from them 
while I was serving as a grand juror. 

Mr. D. M. Bain—I think the people ought 
to elect the county commissioners by popular 
ballot. : 

Mr. F. M. Potts—I thought at the time 
when the people asked for the right to elect 
county commissioners by the people that it 
was right. 

Mr. H. M. Beutell—I am for the right of 
election to remain with the people nine days 
in the week and all the time. 

They Favor the Change. 

Here are three of the jurors who favor the 
change: Mr. 1. S. Mitchell, Mr. G. T. Dodd 
and Mr. H. A. Boynton. 

Mr. Mitchetl—I think the grand juries ought 
to appoint the county commissioners, for the 
reason that we can get better men. Our best 
men won’t run when they have to go through 
a popular election. 

Mr. Dodd—I have always believed that all 
the oftices should be tilled by a vote of all the 
y= But since the last city election, when D. 
A. Beattie, of the third ward, was beaten over 
a thousand votes for councilman by the popular 
vote of the city, my views have changed, and 
I don’t think Fulton county will ever havea 
grand jury that will do worse than that. Politi- 
cians can buy and manipulate so many of the 
dear people that I had rather risk the grand 
jury to select good commissioners. 

Mr. H. A. Boynton—I think a good grand 
jury could do the work satisfactorily. I think 
if wecan get good grand juftes, it would be 
better to allow them to choose county com- 
inissioners rather than the people. 

They Are Non-Compittal. 


Captain W.D. Grant, Mr. E. A. Werner, 
Captain T. L. Langston, Mr. R. E. Block, Mr. 
J. H. Nunnally, Mr. John A. Bowie and Mr. 
W. M. Dickson said they had given the mat- 
ter no particular consideration, not having yet 
been summoned on the jury. Severai of those 
who refused to be quoted expressed themselves 
as strongly in favor of leaving this eleetion in 
the hands of the people. Others said what- 
ever their private views might be, they 
thought the special law for Fulton county 
should stand until repealed by a special act. 
In other wotds, they believein giving the peo- 
ple full and fair notice. 

While the canvass was not altogether com- 
plete, owing to inability to find some of the 
gentlemen on the jury, enough was ascertained 
to make it clear that this grand jury will not 
vote to dis{ranchise the people of the county 
in this matter of the commissionership.

A BROTHER-IN-LAW'S FRUITLESS SEARCH 


Reported as Dead in Charleston—She Is 
Believed to Be Alive in Atlanta—The 
Story of Her Disappearance. 


F. W. Lamberton, of Garden City, Minn., 
spent yesterday in Atlanta trying to solve a 
mysterious disappearance of Miss Etta Mc- 
Bride, of that city. 

His mission here proved unsuccessful, and 
last night he returned home. 

The young lady has been gone from her 
home since last July. She was a scheol 
teacher there, a lady with excellent connec- 
tions, but her health failed aud she went to 
Burlington, Vt.,in the hope of an improve- 


- ment in her condition. 


That has been the last seen of Miss Mc- 
Bride by her Garden City relatives and 
friends. 

On November 23d she went to Charleston, 
S. C., and stopped at one of the hotels. The 
week following a letter reached Garden City, 
written by A. E. Brown, of Charleston, 
stating that the lady had died there very sud- 
denly on the 24th. 

Inclosed was $104 in money, and directly 
after the receipt of the letter came a trunk 
containing the lady’s effects. Inside was & 
letter signed by Miss McBride disposing of her 
belongings. 

The friends of the young lady were shocked 
to hear of her death and Mr. Lamberton, her 
brother-in-law, immediately wrote to ascer- 
tain further particulars. No reply was re- 
ceived nor was anything further heard from 
the man Brown, with whom the gentleman 
communicated. 

Miss McBride’s family decided to have the 
matter investigated. A cloud of mystery hung 
about the entire affairand there was & sus 
picion that all had not been exactly as re- 
ported. 

Mr. Lamberton went to Charleston a few 
days ago and went to work to find out what he 
could of the matter. 

He soon ascertained the startling fact that 
no one by the name of McBride had died in 
that city on the date mentioned nor at any 
time nearit. A careful search failed to dis- 
cover a person by the name of A. E. Brown. 

Perhaps, however, thought he, Miss McBride 
had taken an assumed name. 

But the register at the hotel where she had 
stopped was examined and her name was 
found piainly inscribed there. 

And the strangest of all, she had registered 
on the 25th of November—the day after she 
was said to have died. 

Mr. Lamberton secured assistance and found 
that his sister-in-law had left Charleston inthe 
latter part of that month. He traced her de- 
parture and ascertained that she had purchased 
a ticket to Atlanta. 

The gentleman then supposed her to be here, 
and he came at once to Atlanta. 

All day yesterday he was engaged in trving 
to tind some trace of Miss McBride’s where- 
abouts. Detective Tom Barrett helped him in 
the work, and together they made a diligent 
search. 

But it was of no avail, forif the lady isin 
the city nothing could be found out about her. 

Disappointed and worried, the brother-in-law 
left last evening for his home in Garden City 
to carry back tidings of the mystery. 

Foul play is suspected. In this connection 
the questiou of the motive arises. It could not 
have been robbery, for the lady’s money and 
ail ber effects were returned to her home in 
Minnesota. If it were suicide because of i) 
health—and that, too, is believed by some— 
the Charleston records contain no mention 
of it. 

The whole affair is one that is puzzling all 
who are acquainted with the facts in the case. 
Mr. Lamberton believes his sister-in-law to be 
alive, and this belief is shared by the local 
authorities. 

The search for the missing school teacher 
has not by any means been abandoned, and it 
will undoubtedly be continued until she is 
found, or some. satisfactory solution of the 
matter is reached. 

She is described as being very pretty and an 
unusually intelligent woman.

Chief Hood sent Policeman Hatcher to the 
depot with the dispatch to meet the train. 
When the train arrived at the union depot Mr. 
Hatcher got aboard, and saw a man and a 
young girl, who corresponded to the description 
in the telegram. Carpenter was arrested, and 
the young lady accompanied the officer and 
Carpenter to the barracks. 

The Girl’s Story. 

The young girl gave her name. as Maude 
Blaton. She is a very pretty, modest and 
weli-dressed country girl, only sixteen years 
old.. With tears streaming from her eyes, she 
told hersad and ‘pitiful story. She said her 
father was a carpenter, and her home was 
bright and happy, her mother sweet and lov- 
ing, her father kind and devoted, and her 
young brothers affectionate. 

Last November she met Carpenter, who 
lived in Johnston, S. C., and was employed by 
the railroad there. She said she knew Car- 
penter was a married man, and his wife was 
livingin Johnston, but as he had not lived with 
her for two years, she was under the 
impression he was divorced. Under 
the promise of marriage, she says 
he induced her to leave Johnston and come 
to Georgia with him, where they could marry 
and live undisturbed in some quiet settlement. 
She says she left home last evening with Car- 
penter, and went to. Trenton, where she and 
Carpenter spent the night together at a board- 
ing house, and that she was ruined.

TAXING THE CLUBS. 


The Commercial Club of Augusta Strikes 
a Snag. 

Avausta, Ga., January 25.—[Special.J— 
The much-mooted question whether private 
clubs, with bars attached, should pay license 
for selling jiquor, is now up. 

It has been brought about in this way. U 
tothis year the Deutscher Schuetzen Club 
has been paying license for the privilege of 
selling liquor at the platz. As the other clubs 
of the city were not taxed for selling whisky, 
the Schuetzen club thought it was entitled to 
exemption on the same score that it was a 
private institution. Mr. H. ‘I. Schneiker 
wrote to Comptroller General Wright on the 
subject. In reply the comptroller wrote Mr. 
Schneiker “that all clubs hereafter will be re- 
quired to register and pay the tax.’”’ As this 
was something new to Tax Collector Bohler, 
he wrote to the comptroller for information 
and instruction. She comptroller general re- 
plied: “It is true that Assistant attorney 
General Little has recently advised me that 
all private clubhouses, which sell liquor on 
any account to its members, are subject to the 
tax required of the regular wholesale and re- 
tail dealers.” 

Upon these instructions the Commercial 
Club has been notified that it will have to pay 
a tax and take out a license for selling liquor. 

Tbe club bas not yet done so, and now has 
the matter under consideration. A test case 
will probably be made of it. Some prominent 
lawyers of this city question whether the opin- 
ion of the assistant attorney general will hold 
in the courts. If the state is entitled to collect 
liquor tax from private clubs, then the city 
will havea bite on the plum, and the clubs 
wil] come within the pale of the law, and will 
be subject to all the restricwons held over pub- 
lic saloons, and will have to close ou Sundays. 
The Elks and al! other private clubs will make 
a hard fight against the license, as they claim 
to be strictly private institutions.

He is tall and siim, with 
along brown beard and piercing blue eyes. 
He was already under two charges and had 
forfeited two bonds. 

Last week the officers went to Whitehead’s 
mountain home to arrest him. He claimed to 
be sick and unable to leave home. The offi- 
cers told him to get a certificate from a physi- 
cian stating that be was too unwell to be car- 
ried away. This he promised todo by the 
nextday. The officers left him, and returned 
the following day. 

A large numberof Whitehead's friends had 
gathered at his home, and things looked 
squally for the officers. Apparently they had 
met to resist the oflicers, and their sullen 
looks gave color to this theory. 

Marshal Landers and his assistant were cool 
and succeeded in making the arrest without 
any very great troub'e. They brought Smith 
and England along because of the belligerent 
attitude they had assumed. 

They hope to land Tookey Whitehead, 
Henry Shackleford and Will England behind 
the bars this week on the charge of conspiracy. 
They were at Brown Whiteliead’s house the 
day the ofticers were there to arrest him. 

The three prisoners say they are innocent of 
the charge and wil! be abie to prove it.
